Of the many strange buildings a 


temples in the far i:ast, says n writer 
In the Wide World, there are none 
more wonderful than the 490 temples 
of the law at Mandalay, In upper Bur- 
ma, known as the Ru'tholdaw, "Royal 
Merit." The group consists of a large 
central pagoda surrounded by hnndredf 
of smaller white temples or shrine*. 
They were erected by AIn-shay-mla 
who asceYided the throne on the death 
of his brpther in 1857.' The loiter was 
cruelly murdered by his two nephews 
and it appears that this very much af- 
fected the new king.
